men were

here, Jesse Wright, a newcomer in 
the 
Palo neighborhood 
and

Tay lor, a brother of the slay er. 
A 
third man, also seriously injured, 
a salesman, a Mr. Blakemore, of 
Clinton. 
Tay lor who had walked into Palo, 
shot one man on the way in, and 
fired the shots which killed San­ 
ders and wounded the others, after 
arriving in the village. 
Tay lor, according to Sheriff Allen, 
of Warsaw, had been confined to 
an insane asy lum seven y ears ago. 
His actions had not been out of 
the ordinary 
lately , according to 
the 
officer, 
who 
stated 
that 
he 
believed he suddenly became men­ 
tally unbalanced. 
He had a quan­ 
tity of ammunition and had reload­ 
ed his gun a .38 caliber revolver 
just before taking his life. 
Henry Tay lor is 38 y ears of age 
and leaves a wife and five children, 
ranging

infancy to 
fifteen y ears. 
According to the story from Palo 
Tay lor went to the home of his 
brother,

Tay lor, 
who 
lives 
about a quarter of a mile from the 
Palo store, about noon. ‘ W right was 
eating dinner there. 
Tay lor walked 
in, fired several shots at Wright, 
then walked to Palo, entered the 
store, killing Sanders, and injuring 
My rl Tay lor, the brother, who oper­ 
ates the store, and Blakemore. 
Leaving the store, with its dead 
and wounded, he walked back to 
the My rl Tay lor home, wiiere it is 
believed he Intended killing Mrs. 
Tay lor and children. 
Mrs. Tay lor 
held him out by keeping the door 
closed by force, 
and 
the 
Insane 
man went from there to a field 
south of the store, where a posse 
of men formed, went to look for 
him. 
He ended his own life there. 
Several

One entered his right arm 
and 
lodged In 
his 
shoulder, 
one 
his elbow, and one his left ey e. 
His condition is serious. 
Tay lor’s w^ounds are in his left 
arm and shoulder.

government in connection with the 
dissolution of all the Catholic youth 
clubs in Italy. 
That dissolution, he said, violated 
the right of the chuhch to form and 
guide 
young 
people 
and 
violated 
also the natural law, “ made for the 
good of souls," under w’hich men 
form themselves into associations. 
He ridiculed and denounced the 
government’s 
official 
communique 
asserting 
that 
Catholic 
societies 
“ not 
directly 
connected 
with 
the 
Nationalist Fa scist party" had been 
dissolved “ without the slightest inci­ 
dent." 
The phrase “ not directly connect­ 
ed with the National Fa scist party," 
the Pope said, does not refer to 
organizations 
directly 
connected 
with a regime or witli a staz “ but 
with a party—as if a party could 
give that wiiich no human regime, 
government or state can give." 
As for the phrase “ without the 
slightest incident" the pontiff de­ 
clared : 
“ That ex pression is worth a trea s­ 
ure. 
It is enough to think of all 
the incidents, the irreverences, in­ 
decencies and vandalisms in Rome 
and in the smaller cities; 
in the 
edifices 
wiiich 
enjoy 
ex tra 
terri- 
torialty. 
It is enough to consider 
the offenses to the person of the 
supreme pontiff.

Management of Turkeys 
Not W ell Understood 


Turkey mnnngemeiit problems are 
probably a s little understood by the 
a vera ge poultryma n ns a re a ny of 
the problems connected with a ny of 
the domestic fowls. 
This is espe­ 
cia lly true from the time the poults 
are liatcheci until they reach a ma r­ 
keta ble age, during Avhlch time they 
must be carried ilirough the sum ­ 
mer in a ma nner tha t will ena ble 
them to reacii the ma rket in fa ­ 
vora ble sea son. 
The first problem is tha t of brood­ 
ing the poults. 
Many investiga ­ 
tors ha ve found that turkeys can 
be raised Avith grea ter success in 


Imp o rtan t Su g g estio n s 
fo r Raisers o f Du ck s 
A prominent eastern duck breed­ 
er, who has been in the business for 
over a quarter of a century, offers 
the following “ Do’s" for duck keep­ 
ers. 
He considers them more im­ 
portant than “ Don’ts,” and for that 
reason he has listed his points as 
“ Do : 
“ Provide oyster shell or grit ma­ 
terial ; keep the ducklings dry; keep 
the feed troughs and water pans 
clean; be a sport and accept bad 
with good luck; be cautious when 
buying from strangers; be truthful 
in selling; take an interest in your 
birds; be careful in handling ducks 
and eggs: handle ducks by their 
necks—not feet; avoid cross-breed­ 
ing; ask advice of those who know, 
when in doubt; and profit by their 
help and recommendations.” 
He also adds some suggestions 
Avliich are particularly timely at 
this time of year. 
The first of 
these is that the ducklings should 
not be rushed into water, whether 
it be a pond or a stream. 
They 
should not be allowed in the wa­ 
ter until the feathers appear on 
their breasts at five to sir weeks 
of age. 
They should also be pro­ 
tected from the hot summer sun by 
a small, cheaply constructed shed, 
if there are no trees in the yards 
or runs.
